In the southern part of Meriwether 
county, in the heart of a prosperous 
community, is a well organized chau- 
taugqua. Scarcely any general public- 
ity has been given to this noteworthy 
movement of the people of that section, 
and consequently it is not widely 
known. However, a full-fledged chau- 
tauqua with permanent grounds and 
equipment has been established. The 
movement began in a modest way three 
years ago, when the first session was 
held. In 1915 much more interest was 

wn. 
vos te August 5, and continues through 
Sunday, August 13. It will be ona de- 
cidedly larger scale than either of the 
former sessions. It is known as the 
Warm Springs Camp Ground chautau- 
qua because it is located at that well- 
known camp ground. 

For more -than eighty years the 
Warm Springs camp ground has beena 
sacred place to the citizens of Meri- 
wether and adjoining counties. The 
campmeetings of the old days are 
still pleasant memories to the people 
of that section of the state. These 
campmeetin occasions, when the 
farmers of that section congregated and 
spent a week together, where mighty 
forces for good in that community and 
spread a religious atmosphere over the 
entire country far and near. 

Good Work Kept Going. 

On account of the general conditions 
in that section, largely the building of 
railroads and the springing up of dif- 
ferent community interests, these camp- 
meetings were discontinued and for 
several years prior to the establishment 
of this chautauqua there were no meet- 
ings held on these beautiful grounds. 
In 1914 the trustees, realizing the ad- 
vantages of these grounds, discussed 
some plans of preserving them asa fea- 
ture place in their community and for 
making them serve for some good pur- 
pose rather than to let them go into 
disuse and decay. So they decided up- 
on the plan of making an assembly 
place for Meriwether and adjoining 
counties and they put forward an ef- 
fort to organize a Meriwether county 
chautauqua. In ust 
year the plan materialized and 
chautauqua was a grand success. 

The managers of the chautauqua are 
J. L. Taylor, a school teacher in the 
county, and W. S. Boatwright, a young 
‘ business man, both of Durand, Ga. The 
board of trustees is composed of B. F. 
Tigner, chairman; Freeman Clements, 
secretary: J. M. Barnes, J. A. Parham, 
J. F. Ogletree, N. W. Parham and H.

living adjacent to these grounds, and, 


in the establishment of this chautau- 
qua that is now well on its feet they 
have rendered their community a great 
service, for it makes themselves and 
their families and the families of their 
neighbors a summer school, as it were, 
and in another case a health resort— 
a place where they can assemble in the 
summer when crops are laid by and 
spend a week together in camp life 
style, under conditions that make it 
most pleasant and instructive. 


Recreation and Education. 


The purpose of the chautauqua is 
to give the people of the surrounding 
country a week of recreation, enjoy- 
ment and instruction. Various lectures 
that are both interesting and instruc- 
tive make up the larger part of the 
program. Each day there are religious 
services. The Boy Scouts and Camp 
Fire Girls give entertainments from 
time to time during the week. The 
Warm Springs chautauqua grounds is 
an ideal place for Boy Scouts and 
Camp Fire girls. A scoutmaster and 
campfire guardian are on the talons ve 
the entire week to see that these young 
people are properly cared for and in-

The chautauqua grounds are ideally 
located, being at the foot of Pine moun- 
tain, with an elevation of 1,000 feet, 
three miles from Meriwether White 
Sulphur Springs and four miles from 
Warm Springs.

John H. Welch, member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
is planning to leave Monday for the 
conference to be held in New York 
during August on the condition of 
railroad emphoyees’ throughout the 
country. He said Saturday that he ex- 
pected several other Atlantans to at- 
tend as representatives of local labor 
organizations. 

The conference, he said, is to be held 
to decide the question of callin a 
strike on every railroad in the United 
States. The movement toward this end 
has been growing for some months 
past, and it has now come to the potnt 
where local unions all over the country 
have taken a vote of their members. 

It is reported that the conference, 
which is held@ to count the votes of 
the different labor organizations over 
the country, will decide either for or 
against a strike by August 8. 

If they decide for a strike every line 
of rail in the United States will im- 
mediately become tied up so that no 
trains can move, stated Mr. Welch 
Saturday. Such a situation would ef- 
fect the United States mails. 

The railroad employees have been 
agitating for some time past for an 
eight-hour day. They also seek time 
and a half for all overtime. It is on 
these points that the strike is being 
considered, stated Mr. Welch Satur- 


day.

The Prohibition Party.

The prohibitionists have held their 
convention and will proceed with their 
eleventh effort to give their party a 
political importance that forty years 
of trying has never achieved. 

Starting in 1876 with fewer than 10,- 
000 the party grew slowly until in 1892 
there were 264,000 votes cast for the 
presidential candidate of that year. 
Five national elections have been held 
since then and the party has not equal- 
ed that record, though the population 
has increased by 25,000,000. 

Besides their main issue the prohi- 
bitionists have adopted many side is- 
sues, some of them admirable, in the 
hope of attracting votes, but the plan 
always failed. They are trying the 
same thing this year when they at- 
tempt to make their party take the 
place of the wrecked progressive party, 
but there is no reason to suppose they 
will succeed, 

The leading candidates before the 
convention this year were a discredited 
democrat and a republican statesman 
out of a job. That is the best the party 


‘ean do for leadership, for it has devel- 


opened no leaders of its own. Such a 
record of persistence in the face of 
unrelieved failure is without parallel in 
American politics, but the cause for 
which the party stood has made steady 
progress through many years. The 
prohibition party could not attract 
even the prohibitionists, who preferred 
to stay in.the old parties and work 
the problem out in a state and local 
way. 

Perhaps this campaign will teach the 
members of the prohibition party that 
their organization is in a state of ir- 
remediable living death. That has been 
its condition for a long while and 
everybody outside of the party 
knows it.

Numerous experiments show that 
young animals gain growth and flesh 
faster and at far less. expense.

Extensive experiments prove that in 
beef production there is no other feed 
that compares with silage in economy 
of cost and rapidity of gains.

more our stock will eat and assimilate 
perfectly the less time it takes to grow 
and fatten them, the greater our 
profits. To induce liberal consumption 
we need a succulent, easily digested 
ration of great fattening properties. 
There is no other feed that will com- 
pare with good silage, either in econo- 
my of cost or gains, if reinforced with 
proper grains. Stock will not thrive 
and grow fast and fatten except on 
food {that they relish and consume in 
liberal quantities. No animal will eat 
and digest enough dry food to make 
maximum gains. All stock will eat 
freely of good fresh silage. It fills the 
bill perfectly and can be raised and 
put up cheaper than any other forage. 

When we feed dry corn it is often 
passed undigested. No one sees whole 
corn in manure when silage is fed. 
Stock fed a liberal ration of silage 
with some roughrress grow and thrive 
all winter. While the growth is usual- 
ly in a retrograde. direction in most 
stock wintered in the south. The wild 
pastures in the south are usually-good 
about three months, fair one or two 
months more and the stock are partial- 
ly starved and going down usually the 
half of the year. 

Good stock men declare that their 
cattle are far more healthy when fed 
silage. Not one-tenth the sickness 
among those on silage. 


Silo Pays for Itself. 

Many feeders testify that they save 
money qnouge on feed every ¢ime a 
silo is filled to pay for the silo and 
forward figures on feeding to prove 
the facts ays agi = One. great ad- 
vantage of the silo is that it saves 
feed perfectly in the wettest season. It 


saves the entire feeding value of 
crop. Also makes double or more 
the manure value that dry fee 
does. 

It also increases«the feeding value 
from twice to four times over ‘the 
values obtained by the old methods. 
The silo is the great feed balance 
wheel on the stock ranch. It fills in 
the gaps, dry falls, cold, late springs, 
short pastures or dry summers. It is 
the only method whereby a man can’ 
keep up and increase the fertility of 
his fields and make a profit on high- 
priced lands. One acre of good corn 
in silage will keep a cow more than a 
year without pasture. The silo stores 
safely from rats and mice, squirrel and 
stock, fowls and the elemenas, the en- 
tire crop, and is the only way that I 
know of to save a frosted corn crop 
and obtain its full feeding value. It 
will save all the crops the wettest sea- 
son known without loss of a pound, 
even though it rains every day in the 
harvest time. 

Silage is easily handled and one can 
tell to a certainty how much he is 
feeding per head. With our own trac- 
tor we put up 200 tons of fine silage 
for $94 cost; 47 cents per ton from 
standing corn. 

One man feeding 25 cows saved over 
$525 ‘in one year on feed bills with 
silos. Another man says: “The silo is 
the best ever.” Another man says, he 
saves 33 per cent on his feed bills.

Silage Will Keep Well. 

Silage well put up will keep per- 
fectly for several years, and stock 
can be kept growing and fattening as 
cheaply in the winter as on pasture 
in the summer. The entire crop.can 
be cleared from the land early, leaving 
it ready for rye or other fall sown 
cover crops. For good silage corn or 
cane should be ripe, fully matured. 
Green crops make thin, poor. sour sil- 
age. No danger of putting crops 
in too wet, as we pit on water freely 
when filling our silo. Good silage can 
be made of dry, shock corn, or corn 
stalks even, if well watered when fill- 
ing the silo.

But the peo- 
ple in the west took more interest in 
the cultivation and beauty of the 
grounds around their homes, and in the 
development of plants and flowers and 
in their artistic arrangement. There 
was not an inch of ground around or 
outside the home that was not called 
into a plan for beauty—simple as it 
might be. The owners of these homes 
themselves take pleasure in bringing 
the plan to perfection. 

Therefore, many Georgia women 
brought back “the home beauty” mes- 
sage to their clubs, and from them into 
many a home.

The woman with the home in the city 
today, with space especially in the rear, 
is behind the time if she cannot de- 
scribe some plant or flowers, taking 
some part from her morning hours to 
care for it. To cuddle palms and house 
plants in the winter is reasonable, but 
not to have home plants and flowers 
in the spring and summer: not to have 
at least enough growing flowers for 
the table, is as remiss on the part of 
a housekeeper as a disorderly back 
and front premises. 

As a rule when a woman keeps her 
premises faultlessly clean, she has an 
eye to the beautiful and the pretty 
plants and flowers always follow the 
well kept lawn and weedless garden.

color and decorative value; for a hardy 
hydrangea, as ornaté as any the flor- 
ists pet and pamper. 

There is no excuse in this boasted, 
resourcefully rich state of ours for the 


plants and flowers, and there is no 
reason why the garden3 of Georgia 
housekeepers should not be as pretty 
as those of any in the west or in the 
world. 

I know there are many beautiful 
flower gardens in Georgia and adjoin- 
ing southern states, and I hope the 
women who preside over these are go- 
ing to enter into a campaign for the 
growing of more plants and flowers, 
and the making of more beautiful gar- 
dens.

The young women students at the 
Agnes Scott are being prepared for life 
with a thoroughness and efficiency 
that no college for women in the 
country can surpass. The graduates of 
this college are accepted without ques- 
tion for graduate work in the great 
universities and they have over and 
over again done the work for the mas- 
ter’s degree in one year. The college 
is listed by the government specialist 
in higher education in “division one” 
of American colleges, only eleven 
other colleges for women being in- 
cluded in ¢his division. Its students 
in transferring to the great eastern 
collages for women are given, in the 
main, hour for hour credit for all the 
work done here. A member of the 
class of ‘15 has been awarded the 
chemistry fellowship at Bryn Mawr 
for the coming year, an honor which 
is practically unprecedented, coming 
from this most conservative of all the 
great colleges and never before be- 
stowed upon a southern college gradu- 
ate.

AND COOKING. 

It is rather amusing sometimes to 
note the impressions some people have 
about the women of today and their ac- 
tivities. There are those who believe 
that the moment a woman joins an 
organization she loses more or less in- 
terest in what is called the “home,” 
which is sometimes only a “house,” 
and there is a great difference be- 
tween a “home” and only a “house.”

As a rule the woman who has a so- 
valled higher education knows the 
value of household economics and do- 
mestic art and she can make a good 
biscuit, broil a steak without soaking 
it in grease and prepare a cup of cof- 
fee which is delicious. A woman with 
a well trained mind generally goes at 
anything she undertakes in a thorough 
way and she knows how to direct 


others in the same way. A shining 
example of the fact that the woman 
whe belaggs to an organization and 
even a woman with a profession can 
do practical things is illusxated, for in- 
stance, in Mrs. Harvie Jordan, of Geor- 
gia, now residing in Monticello. 


Mrs. Jordan is not only a club wom- 


an who belongs to several organiza- 


tions, but she is a journalist by profes- 
sion. She is the editor of the club 
woman's page in The Constitution and 
a contributor to other publications, yet 
she is an expert in dairy products. On 
her husband's farm near Monticello, 
Ga., she has charge of the dairy de- 
partment, superintends every depart- 
ment of it and furnishes the milk and 
cream to the majority of the drug 
stores in the city of Macon. 

She and her daughter, Miss Emma 
Jordan, are noted for their proficiency 
in canning vegetables and fruits and 
when the rainy spell came on they an- 
ticipated the scarcity of vegetables 
later on and canned their first prod- 
ucts.

GOVERNOR EXPLAINS 
REASONS FOR PARDON 


. 


Case Now One Entirely 
Different From One Jury 
Passed On in 1897, Says 
Chief Executive. 


Governor Nat E. Harris yesterday 
commuted the life sentence of Thomas 
Edgar Stripling, serving a life sen- 
tence in the Georgia penitentiary, to 
present service and ordered the famous 
prisoner's immediate release, thus 
bringing to a close one of the most 
dramatic criminal cases in the history 


of the state. 

The governor's clemency was granted 
to Stripling in compliance with his 
promise at the state prison something 
more than one year ago to little Bessie 
Lucile Stripling, daughter of the pris- 
oner, that he would give her father 
his freedom before the expiration of 
his present term as governor. Upon is- 
suing the commutation to Stri ling, 
Governor Harris wrote a létter the 
little girl, telling her that he had kept 
his promise. “I know you have thought 
hard of me many times,” said the gov- 
ernor in his letter, “on account of the 
delay, but this is the first time, after 
my investigations were completed, that 
I could handle the case under the law 
and the constitution applicable to the 
same, as I understood it.” 

Governor Harris made his promise to 
Bessie Lucile Stripling In July of last 
year, when he visited the state prison 
in company with the state prison com- 
mission to investigate the attack of 
William Creen, a prisoner, upon the late 
Leo M. Frank. Shortly thereafter a pe- 
tition for clemency was presented to the 
prison commission, and on May 15, of 
this year, the commission transmitted 
to the governor a recommendation ad- 
verse to the petitioner.« Chairman R. 
E. Davison voting in favor of clemency 
and Commissioners T. E. Patterson and 


E. L. Rainey voting against clemency. 
Summary of Reasons. 

The governor’s reasons for granting 
the commutation are summarized in the 
order itself, which is as follows: 

The applicant, Thomas Edgar Stripling, 
convicted at the October term, 1897, or the 
superior PE a rcs sete of the crime 
of murJ¢* aN’ Bentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

The prison commission having had under 
advisement an application for executive 
clemency in the above stated case, by ma- 
jority vote, declines to recommend, without 
stating reasons. 

By the Governor: ® 

Many new developments and newly-dis- 
covered facts have been brought to the 
governor's attention in this case. The homi!- 
cide was a result of insults to applicant’s 
and of threats of personal 
violence made by deceased. The trial judge 
informed the jury that unless they returned 
@ verdict by 12 o'clock that night (that 
being Saturday) he would confine them until 
he returged from another county, where 
he was to hold court the following week. 
Also, the leading counsel for the applicant 
was ill at the time of the trial and al- 
lowed the case togsruffer for the lack of 
proper handling. e applicant led a life 
ef usefulness while in Danville, Va... and 
was elevated to the office of chief of police 
for his meritorious conduct. The charges 
that appiicant killed two men and shot an- 
other while in Danville, without just cause, 
have been fully investigated and found to be 
unwarranted. And the statement that ap- 
plicant and deceased were together work- 
ing on a wagon on the day before the kill- 
ing was not sustained. All the surviving 
members of the trial jury, ten in number, 
mow recommend cigmency. One hugred 
and two out of on® hundred and eig ty- 
nine members of the present state legis- 
lature and thirty-six out of forty-four pres- 
ent state senators, join tn the recommendation 
and urge the governor to release the appli- 
cant. A large number of people, said to be 
three-fourths of the people in Harris county 
recommend. Many thousands of people over 
the state, representing nearly every county 
in the state, request his release.

marine Deutschland when she starts 
out of American territorial waters was 
asked of the American government 
late today, with the intimation that the 
boat would leave Baltimore some time

After conferences between state, 
treasury and navy department officials 
it was ruled that no extraordinary 
precautitons could be ordered, because 
the United States views the Deutsch- 
land as an ordinary merchantman. 

It is understood that the applica- 
tion for protection was made through 
the collector of customs at Baltimore, 
and that Captain Koenig, the submarine 
commander, desired a coast guard cut- 
ter or naval vessel to escort him down 
Chesapeake bay and to the three-mile

Dr. Joseph Wilson, of the immigra- 
tion hospital on Ellis Island, reported 
to Manhattan police headquarters at 
3:45 this morning that two barges 
loaded with ammunition lying along- 
side the dock at Ellis Island were 
ablaze from stem to stern. He said 
they had drifted down the bay from 


the direction of Staten Island. Black 
Tom Island is about a quarter of the 
way from Fllis Island to Staten Island. 
The patients in the Ellis Island hos- 
pital were ordered transferred to an- 
other island of the Ellis Island group. 

Explosions on athe barges were oc- 
curring at frequent intervals, although 
none of them was especially severe. A 
fire boat was standing by and efforts 
were being made to confine the flames 
to the ,barges.

OVER 20,000 PRISONERS 
CAPTURED BY RUSSIANS 
IN THE RECENT FIGHTING 


Petrograd Estimates That 
in First Half of Present 
Campaign Russians Have 
Taken 350,000 Prisoners. 
Total Austro-German 
Losses, Including Killed, 
Placed at 800,000—Unless 
the Russians Are Stopped, 
General Retirement of the 
Teutons Seems Inevitable. 


Russian forces on the eastern front 
continue their successful drives against 
the Austro-German lines. With Brody 
in their hands the Russians report little 
or no activity in northern Galicia. In 
southern Galicia, however, the Musco- 
vite armies are pushing forward to- 
ward Stanislau, an important railroad 
center, which is not far from Halicz, 
also a railroad center. 

The capture of Brody and the retreat 
of the Austrian army is equalled, if 
not surpassed, by the Russian successes 
west and northwest of Lutsk. This 
advance, if unchecked by General von 
Linsingen, seriously threatens Viadi- 
mir-Volynski and makes the railroad 
junction of Kovel less tenable for the 
Austro-Germans. 

While admitting the Russian pene- 
tration of the Teutonic lines northwest 
of Lutsk, Bérlin declares that the ad- 
vance west of Lutsk has been stopped 
by a counter attack. 

Petrograd claims the capture of more 
than 20,000 Austro-Germans in the re- 
cent fighting in northern Galicia and 
Volhynia. According to estimates of 
Russian army officers, the number of 
prisoners taken in the first half of the 
present campatgn by the Russians to- 
tals 350,000. The same authorities esti- 
mate the Austro-German losses, includ- 
ing killed, at 800,000. 

In the Caucasus the Russian advance 
against Kharput and Sivas, the present 
objectives of Grand Duke Nicholas, con- 
tinues successfully, Petrograd reports. 


TEUTONS DRIVEN 
ON WIDE FRONT. 


Petrograd, July 29.—(Via London.)— 
After being compelled to halt their ad- 
vance for several weeks before com- 
bined Austrian and German resistance 
on the northern wing of General Brus- 
siloff’s front, the Russians have again 
scored an important success and are 
pressing the Teutons back along the 
entire front from the Kovel-Lutsk rail- 
way as far south as Brody. 

Although the official war office 
statement gives no particulars of this 
new penetration of the Teutonic lines, 
it apparently took place south of Kise- 
lin on the Viadimir-Volynski highway, 
and was a direct blow at the Austro- 
German army defending Vladimir-Vo- 
lynski.

Austrian general headquarters admits 
a withdrawal of the Austrian forces 
between the Turia river and the Rov- 
no-Kovel railway on the eastern front. 
The official statement issued tonight 
reads:

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STIRRED UP MEXICO 
WITH RESOLUTION 


Moultrie, Ga., July 29.—(Special.}— 
The congressional campaign in the Sec- 
district received a new stimulus 
when Judge Kk.

TO PUT CAMILLA BANK 
IN RECEIVER’S HANDS 


Thomasville, Ga., July 29.—(Special.) 
The stockholders of the Mitchell Coun- 
ty bank, at Camilla, which closed down 
last week, have decided to put it into 
the hands of a receiver rather than to 
attempt to straighten out its affairs. At 
a meeting of the stockholders, State 
Bank Examiner Arnold was present 
and submitted his report of the con- 
dition of the bank, and sugzested the 
remedies necessary to rehabilitate it. 

The liabilities of the bank were 
shown to be about $45,000 and the as- 
sets about $65,000, making it appear 
solvent. The capital stock had een 
impaired to the extent of about $22,000. 
Practically all of the bank’s collateral 
was held by other banks to secure bor- 
rowed money and some of these loans 
are now due. About $12,000 of the 
notes held by the bank are unsecured 
paper given for stock at the time it 
was organized, and renewed from time 
to time.

BLOODILY REPULSt 


GERMAN ATTACKS 


Desperate But Futile Ef- 
forts Are Made by the 
Kaiser’s Forces to Recover 
Delville Wood. 


HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTING 
IN POZIERES VICINITY 


The British Are Continuing 
Their Advance Toward the 
Remaining Portion of High 
Ground Between Pozieres 


and Bapaume. 


London, July 29.—The British troops 
have repulsed desperate German coun- 
ter attacks on Delville wood, while in 
the neighborhood of Pozieres hand-to- 
hand fighting is going on incessantly, 
according to General Haig’s official re- 
ports to the war office. The British 
maintain their advance toward the re- 
maining portion of the rising ground 
between Pozieres and Bapaume, still In 
German hands. 

Many German infantry units with- 
drawn from the Meuse area have been 
the forces opposing the 
progress of the British. This is the 
probable reason why the fighting 
around Verdun, as shown by the French 
developed into almost 
purely engagements. Inter- 
mittent minor infantry attacks, how- 
ever, have occurred there, initiated al- 
ternately by either side, in which the 
French report some success with a gain 
in ground. 


PROGRESS MADE 
BY THE BRITISH. 


London, July 29.—British troops yes- 
terday made progress to the north and 
northeast of Pozieres and near High- 
wood, it was officially announced today. 
General Sir Douglas Ilaig also reported 
that two desperate German counter at- 
tacks agagnst Delville Wood were re- 
pulsed. 

The British official statement from 
headquarters in France issued tonight 
reads: 

“Except for minor local actions and 
some heavy artillery fire on both sides, 
nothing of importance occurred on the 
Somme front today. 

“On other parts of the 
there was the usual trench 
activity. Some of our patrois 
the enemy trenches at Puits 
and killed several Germans. 

“The enemy exploded a mine at Neu- 
Ville-St. Vaast and one at Hairpin cra- 
ters, without doing us damage or caus- 
ing any casualties. 

“Three enemy -neroplanes were de- 
stroyed yesterday and a German kite 
balloon was Seen to fall in flames.” 

Today's statement reads: 

“Last night the enemy made two 
more desperate efforts to recapture 
Velville wood, but he again was re- 
pulsed on each occasion with heavy 
loss. 

“A hand-to-hand struggle north and 
northeast of Pozieres and itn the neigh- 
borhood of Highwood continues with- 
out intermission and we have made 
progress in all three places despite 
violent opposition by the enemy. 

“Since yesterday the artillery fire of 
both sides has incredsed tn intensity. 

is abundant evidence to show 

losses inflicted by us on the 
enemy in the last few days have been 
extremely severe, particularly in Del- 
ville wood, where two or three regi- 
ments appear to have beén annihilated.” 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, July 29.—Two strong German 
detachments which attempted to reach 
the French lines at a point west of 
Vermandevillers, on the Somme front 
yesterday, were repulsed, it was offti- 
cially announced by the French war 
department today. 

In the region of-the French fortress 
of Verdun two German attacks on a re- 
doubt in the ravine south of Fleury 
were checked.

French Government Sends a 
Note of Protest to Neu- 
tral Powers. 


Paris, July 29.—France sent 
official note to the neutral] 
against the action of the 
German authorities towards the popu- 
lation in the French departments oc- 
cupied by Teuton forces. 

The note says: “A woman who 
removed from B—— Ardennes, affirms 
that her husband was shot for refus- 
ing to obey an order to requisition 
supplies, and that she herself was iin- 
prisoned for two days. 

“In F , Meurthe and Moselle, work 
assigned to the mayor being uncom- 
pleted in time, he was suspended from a 
tree by means of a rope passed: under 
his arms and he was left in this po- 
sition about an hour.” 

The note cites cases of men 70 to 890 
years of age made to work: of women 
forced to labor under the fire of French 
troops and of others compelled to diz 
trenches. Jt also makes a charge, bas- 
ed on the testimony of a witness, that 
in October, 1914, the Germans took from 
the department of Pas de Calais a par- 
ty of inhabitants, that they used them 
as Shields against the fire of the French 
and that 40 were thus killed. 

The document says the German gov- 
ernment on January 24, 1916. denied 
mistreatment of inhabitants, but, says 
the French note, “sworn testimony re- 
garding measures taken in April at 
Lille shows the degree of faith which 
can be placed in their denial.”

Will Strengthen Highway Bill. 

The state highway bill, as passed by 
substitute in the house has been read 
for the first time in the senate and 
committed to the general judiciary com- 
mittee. By unanimous consent this bill 
was recommitted to the public roads 
committee, and it is understood that 
amendments will ‘be introduced in this 
committee tending to strengthen the 
house bill.

Women Will Win Fight. 


The Cooper bill allowing women to 
practice law in the state of Georgia on 
a basis of equality with men, which 
has passed the house and been reported 
favorably by the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the senate, will shortly come 
before the upper house for its passage. 
There seems to be little doubt that this 
méasure will be enacted into law, al- 
though at least six senators are out 
and out opposed to the writing of any 
such law on the statute books. 

Mrs. Hale’s Work. 

Mrs. M. A. Hale, of Atlanta, the first 
woman to graduate from the Atlanta 
Law school, is largely responsible for 
the progress which the woman's lawyer 
bill has made. 

Mrs. Hale graduated from the Atlanta 
Law school in 1911, and that year drew 
and handed to Speaker of the House 
John Holder a bill to allow women to 
practice law in’Georgia. That bill fail- 
ed of passage and.every bill since has 
gone by the way, until the present 
measure was introduced hast year by 
Representative Cooper, of Ware. 

The present bill is none other than 
the bill drawn by Mrs. Hale for Speaker 
Hiolder, five years ago. When Mr. 
Cooper decided to introduce this bill 
Mrs. Hale presented him with a copy 
of her first bill. 

Besides Mrs, Hale that are two more 
Georgia women who have graduated 
from the Atlanta Law school and who 
are anxious to have the bill pass so 
that they may be admitted to the bar. 
They are Mrs. B. Castleton and Miss A. 
Kline, both of whom graduated in 1915. 

The first general bill of the session 
was passed last week by both houses 
of the legislature.

All Are Important. 


These are all looked upon by house 
members as measures of importance 
and all will be more or less hotly con- 
tested. But what bids fair to develop 
into the hottest fight of the session 
thus far, and set as a special and con- 
tinuing order immediately following 
the foregoing, is the Veazey bill pro- 
viding that county grand juries shall 
have authority to inspect and investi-

A forerunner of the fight that is to 
come was precipitated upon the floor 
of the house last Thursday, incident to 
the house's voting to disagree wtih the 
majority of the rules committee’s re- 
port and set the bill on the calendar as 
a Special and continuing order. It was 
a minority fight, led by Blackburn of 
lulton, vice chairman of the rules 
comimttee, of which the speaker of the 
house is ex-officio chairman, and was 
brilliantly won. A less astute parlia- 
mentarian or a less “nervy” leader 
would have lost it; for it was a daring 
piece of business, and the house was 
ayvainst it at first.

N CHILD LABOR FIGHT 


Hardwick Threatens to Fili- 
buster—Eight or Ten South- 
ern Senators Oppose Bill. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 29.—(Special.)— 
President Wilson's power over congress 
will again be tested next week in the 
vote on the Keating child labor bill. 
Over the wishes of many democratic 
senators the president is pressing for 
the enactment of this measure bhe- 
fore adjournment and incidentally be- 
fore election. 

The extent of the opposition on the 
democratic side, it now appears, will be 
that of eight or ten southern senators. 

Senator Hoke Smith and Senator 
Hardwick will both vote against the 
measure. Senator Smith gave out a 
statement todav explaining his oppos!- 
tion. He said he thought it a danger- 
ous departure for the federal govern- 
ment, although he did not claim that 
the measure was, in his opinion un- 
constitutional. 

In an effort to embarrass the presi- 
dent the immigration bill with the 
literacy test in it, will be offered as an 
amendment by Senator Borah, of Idaho. 
The president disapproves the literacy 
test, which most southern democrats 
favor, and it is thought, might veto the 
bill with this rider. 

Senator Poindexter, of Washington, 
today urged that the immigration Dill 
be passed. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, pleaded 
with friends of the child labor bill not 
to endanger its passage by such an 
amendment, reminding democrats that 
at their caucus it was decided to let 
the immigration bill go over. 

Senator Hardwick made some remark 
in a stage whisper and Senator Reed 
turned to him. “I propose to do any- 
thing that is honorable and permitted 
under our rules to defeat this bill,” re- 
peated Senator Hardwick. “If this im- 
migration amendment will do it, I will 
support that.” 

The statement was taken 
that Senator Hardwick might fil- 
ibuster to defeat the measure. Sen- 
petor Reed deprecated his atand, but re- 
ferred to him as “the invincible little 
warrior from Georgia.”

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ARRIS UPHOLDS DORSEY 
IN RECORD ON PAROLES 


Governor Attacks Opponent on 
Other Points in Speech 
at Elberton. 


Elberton, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)— 
Governor Nat E. Harris, speaking toa 
large audience here today in the inter- 
est of his campaign, after outlining 
his platform and paying his respects 
to Joseph E. Pottle and Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man, launched into an attack on Hugh 
M. Dorsey. Speaking of Mr. Dorsey's 
clemency record, however, the governor 
stated that Mr. Dorsey had been right 
in the recommendations he had made. 

“IT trust he does not mean to leave 
the impression that I think he 


made to me and upon which I acted in 
gZranting pardons, commutations and 
paroles,” said Governor Harris. “The 
wonder is that his memory is so short 
that he did recall any one of these 
cases. He criticises me for want of 
memory, but shows the most monumen- 
tal instance that has ever been known 
in public life, perhaps, in his own case. 

“T agreed with him in his recom- 
mendations and his explanations only 
to serve to show the necessity of a 
pardon board and a governor in order 
to correct the injustice often done In 
the courthouse by both judge and Jurys 

“If the public prints are to be trust- 
ed, Mr. Dorsey charges me with putting 
the national guard, now in camp at Ma- 
con, on a par with reformatory prison 
at Milledgeville. He intimates that this 
will lower the standard of gentility 
among the soldiers, because pardoned 
criminals have been ‘enlisted to serve 
with them. There never was a charge 
made on a flimsier foundation by any 
political opponent, as far as I can 
recall. 

“The facts are simply these: 

“On the 23d day of June, last, appli- 
cation for pardon was made in favor of 
Earnest N. Woodruff, who had been 
convicted at the June term of Dekalb 
superior court of carrying a_ pistol 
without a license and given an alterna- 
tive sentence of six months in Jail or 
a $50 fine. He was a member of the 
national guard, and his company had 
been ordered to the mobilization camp. 
-He could not pay the $59 and was in 
the hands of the law. The captain of 
his company asked that he be pardoned 
so that he could join his company. The 
prison commission recommended it, and 
I granted it, and he is in the camp at 
Macon. 

“This is the only case of the kind— 
the anly one that I handled, and the 
only one who was pardoned to enable 
_ him to join his company. 

“He was guilty of a venial offense. 
I called it ‘a gentleman's offense.’ There 
is a distinction between an offense we 
term, in law, maltum prohibitum and 
an offense which we term malum in se.

The mountain folk, friends of the 
Hendersons, deny the truth of this 
version of the affair, and promise to 
disclose some startling evidence when 
Curtis shall be placed on trial, to prove 
that it is a case of “cold-blooded mur- 
der.” It is declared, however, that the 
government will produce three or four 
witnesses not generally known to have 
seen the affray, but who happened to 
be in a position to view it all from 
pleces of concealment in the dense un- 
dergrowth close at hand.

New York, July 29.—(Special.) —Rob- 
ert S. Lovett, chairman of the Union 
Pacific; Alfred P. Thom, general coun- 
sel of the Southern railway, and Frank 
Trumbull, chairman of tne Chesapeake 


and Ohio, have just returned from a 
trip to Washington as the representa- 
tives of over fifty railroads to persuade 
President Wilson to ask congress to 
suspend for two years section 10 of 
the new Clayton law, which goes into 
effect within the next few weeks. 
Trumbull acted as spokesman for the 
railroads. In an interview given out 
since his return from Wiashington, 
Chesapeake and Ohio’s chairman care- 
fully states that railroad executives 
have no quarrel with the principle of 
the Clayton act, but he at once pro- 
ceeds with: “Unfortunately, like a 
great many other attempts to erystal- 
lize principle and theory into law, the 
legislative interpretation is so faulty 
in construction that its strict enforce- 
ment would involve great hardship 
upon the railroads of the country.” 
Beyond question a marked change 
has taken place in recent years in the 
relations existing between the rail- 
roads and the pvblic. Many men can 
be found in public life today who, as 
far as the railroads are concerned, are 
engaged in constructive work. If it 
is true, as Mr. Trumbull] says, that the 
Clayton law is the result of hasty and 
poorly constructed legislation, to ‘be 
sprung on the railroads without giv- 
ing them an opportunity to adjust their 
affairs, the sooner such facts are dis- 
closed the better for all parties con- 
cerned. Before accepting that conclu- 
sion, however, it might be wise to 
make an investigation. 
According to the

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RECENT CHARGES 


Charges That Have Been 
Made Against State Sani- 
tarium by Former Patients 
Unfounded, Says President 
of the Board of Trustees. 


President John T. Brantley, of the 
board of trustees for the state sani- 
tarium for the insane at Milledge- 
ville, makes a statement deploring re- 
certain charges 
against the institution by persons who 
have at one time or another been de- 
tained there. > 

President Brantley, in the first plate, 
commends the recent action of the 
house appropriations committee in 
providing $200,000 for two new build- 
ings at the asylum, in connection with 
which he says: 

“Indeed, I believe if the funds re- 
quired can be raised in no other way, 
there would be popular approval of 
a bond issue with which to equip it, 
not only with more room, but with 
everything needed to increase its use- 
fulness to its patients, among which 
may be mentioned a psycopathic hos- 
pital for the treatment of the curable 
cases of insanity, and which alone 
would cost not less than $200,00. 

“The sum of $200,000 has been rec- 
ommended by the committee for the 
erection of two additional buildings 
urgently needed for the accommoda- 
tion of its patients. Brick buildings 
of the present slow burning type of 
construction, plain in appearance and 
meagerly furnished, can be erected and 
equipped at a cost of $250 per patient. 
On this very low basis the sum recom- 
mended will provide room for about 
800 patients and serve only to relieve 
the present congestion since there are 
now on the over-crowded wards of 
the sanitarium a sufficient number of 
patients to fill the new buildings when 
completed. 

“We are most grateful to the com- 
mittee for its generous action, although 
we regret the way did not seem clear 
to grant the larger sum asked for, 
since it would have provided buildings 


If the way should be opened for in- 
creasing this sum to $300,000, it will 
in the end prove an economy to the 
state. This great charity being a first 
charge on the state, its needs should 
be supplied with a liberal hand, and 
we anticipate prompt passage of this 
bill by the house and senate.” 
Comments on Charges. 

Speaking of the charges which for- 
mer inmates have preferred against the 
sanitarium, President Brantley says: 

“I am asked to comment on the 
charges preferred against the manage- 
ment of the sanitarium by certain for- 
mer patients before committees of the 
senate and house. The publication of 
these charges in advance of their proof 
is to be regretted because of the need- 
less anxiety created in the minds of 
those with-loved ones in its care. It 
is so easy to make these charges, but 
fortunately they are rarely true. 

“I notice among these ex-patients 
one whose charges, now repeated, were 
fully and thoroughly investigated by 
the board of trustees some time ago 
and found to be without foundation 
in fact. The public*should remember 
that the stream of patients passing 
through the doors of the sanitarium 
is large, 5,338 being treated in 1915. 
For the care of these patients human 
@gencies are necessary and this being 
so, occasional instances of abuse or 
neglect are likely to occur despite the 
utmost watchfulness of the manage- 
ment. When they do occur and the 
facts are made known to the superin- 
tendent, swift punishment follows from 
which there is no appeal. 

“I know of no Occupation requiring 
so much patience, tact and kindness, 
and it is not to be wondered at that 
occasionally there is found an attend- 
ant or nurse whose patience is ex- 
hausted in handling an unruly patient, 
or who is lacking in the other qualities 
named. It is a pity the thousands of 
patients with good reports to give can- 
not be heard. 

“Only last week, while walking down 
Whitehall street in Atlanta with the 
guperintendent, I saw him _= stopped 
twice by former patients and heard 
their expressions of gratitude and ap- 
preciation for the treatment accorded 
them in the sanitarium. It has many | 
visitors, for public interest in it is 
naturally great, and these have access 
to all its wards. 

“I am sure all these must be pleased 
with what they see and that they 
leave with a profound feeling of grati- 
tude that such a place exists as sanc- 
tuary for these afflicted beings. I 
need not say that the management 
stands ready to lend any assistance it 
can to discover the exact truth, should 
the committees deem the charges suf- 
ficiently serious to carrysethe investi- 
gation to the sanitarium.””,

Report Made by Lieut. Col. 
Long Predicted Value of 
Road as an Asset to the 


State. 


The truth of the old adage, “com- 
ing events cast their shadow before 
them,” has never been more aptly illus- 
trated than by the report of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel S. H. Long, of the United 
States army, made in 1836, at the re- 
quest of the legislature of the state 
of Georgia, and who was assigned to 
the state for the purpose of conduct- 
ing the surveys for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. 

The report of Cofonel Long was 
found several days ago by J. Houston 
Johnston, special engineer of the 
Western and Atlantic commission, who, 
with Ernie Adamson, assistant attor- 
ney for the commission, have prepared 
a report of their research work for 
the commission. The report.made in 
1836 is included in their report to the 
commission and is interesting. 


Colonel Long a Prophet. 
Viewed in the light of subsequent 
developments, Colonel Long’s prophetic 
report reveals an almost occult power 
of foresight. Not only was the state 
road built according to his survey, but 
he foresaw the various railroads that 


would radiate from points on the 
Western and Atlantic and the possi- 
bility of navigating Georgia rivers and 
using their tremendous water power 
for commercial developments’ At this 
time, when the state of Georgia is con- 
templating the re-leasing or exten- 
sion of the Western and Atlantic to 
the sea and when congress has under 
advisement the location of the pro- 
posed new $20,000,000 nitrate plant, his 
comments should be of unusual inter- 


est. 
Of the many railroads which Colonel 


Long predicted would be built only one 
is yet unbuilt. This was the line he 
presaged would connect Columbus and 
Pensacola. As yet this road only extends 
from Columbus to Andalusia, Ala. Colo- 
nel Long accurately foresaw the con- 
struction of the Southern railway from 
Knoxville to Chattanooga, the Norfolk 
and Western main line, the B. & O. 
and the Norfolk and Western, the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, the N., C. & St. L., the 
L. & N. Memphis line and the Illinois 


Central. 
The Report. 

“The main point of interest In the 
report outside of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad,” said Mr. Johnston, “is 
that Colonel Long demonstrated the 
fitness and ability to work out this 
very difficult problem of a line that 
would cross the mountains and at the 
same time select a route with such 
favorable gradients, and he further ex- 
hibits his far-sightedness with special 
reference to the matter of the bear- 


at large, for he says: 

.-@9n. distance of about twenty miles above 
the point where it crosses the Chattahoochee 
this majestic river has an aggregate fali of 
more than 160 feet, thus affording an im- 
mense water power for mechanical opera- 
tions. Below this point the river is suscep- 
tible of being made navigable by means of 
locks, dams and lateral canais of short ex- 
tent, in all stages of the water, quite to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

“Similar advantages are presented at the 
crossing of the Etowah, which occurs imme- 
diately at the foot of the main rapids of 
this river. A vast water power is available 
here also, and an easy navigation is al- 
ready afforded by the river from the point 
of crossing to its confluence with the Oosta- 
naula, and thence by the Coosa to the Ala- 
bama, which is navigable by steamboats of 
the largest class to Mobile. 

“The Oostanaula is navigable, in a low 
stage of water, for boats drawing three feet, 
from Rome, at the head of the Coosa, to the 
point at which this river is crossed by the 
adopted route, and for boats of less draught, 
far up the Coosawattee, and in the Conne- 
sauga, quite to the Tennessee line. 

“Great as these advantages may seem, 
they sink tnto comparative insignificance 
when viewed in contrast with the magnuifli- 
cent relationship which the contemplated 
road bears to other important works, either 
in progress, in project, or in prospect, both 
to the south and to the north of its own 
commanding position, with which it must, 
sooner or later, be connected. Among the 
works alluded to in the south are the rail- 
road from Charleston, through Augusta, to 
Athens; the branch from augusta to Madi- 
son, and thence’to the Chattahoochee. The 
railroad from Savannah to Macon, thence 
to Forsyth. and thence to the Chattahoo- 
chee; the branch from this road to Bruns- 
wick, and another to St. Marks, or Talla- 
hassee, in Florida, the railroad from Pensa- 
cola to Columbus, and thence to the Chat- 
tahoochee, and the railroad from Montgom- 
ery to West Point, and thence to the place 
of common junction; all coincident to the 
southern terminus of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad of Georgia. These, together 
with the water communications already men- 
tioned, exemplify in part only the southerly 
bearings of the great enterprise in which the 
state of Georgia has embarked. Its bear- 
ings to the north are even more important, 
and embrace a much wider and more exten- 
sive scope. 

“Connection with the Tennessee river holds 
out better prospects and promises greater 
benefits than could be realized by a con- 
nection with the Ohlo river, at any point 
above Louisville, if not above the conflu- 
ence of the two rivers. I have been credibly 
informed that the quantity of water dis- 
charged by the Tennessee, in a low stage, is 
greater than the whole amount brought 
down the Ohio to the mouth of the former, 
in a similar stage. The navigation of the 
Ohio is often obstructed by numerous sand 
bars in the summer and autumn, across 
| which it is believed to be utterly imprac- 
ticable to keep open low water channels; 
that of the Tennessee is also obstructed by 
shoals, but wherever these occur the bed 
of the river is almost invariably composed 
of rock, and affords a substantial founda- 
tion for dams and locks, by means of 
which, and an occasional lateral canal, the 
Tennessee may be rendered navigable, not 
only to the northern terminus of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, but even to 
Knoxville, or higher if desirable. 

“The extension of our main trunk avenue, 
through the channel of the Tennessee river 
to the mouth of the Ohio, brings us to the 
center of a more widely extended range of 
inland navigation than is anywhere else to 
be found on the face of the globe: int

at which the tides of commerce, fraught 
with the richest, most varied and abund- 
ant transports, will continue to ebb and 
flow with increasi energy and activity, till

thence by the valleys, etc., just mentioned:

branch thence to our terminus on the Ten- 
nessee river; a railroad, from 
on the Ohio, near the mouth of the Ten- 
nessee, through Nashville, to the same point:

COUNCIL WOULD MAKE 
JQUOR LAWS IRONCLAD 


Supplants Former Law — In- 
tended to Evade Judge 
Hill’s Recent Ruling. 


Attempting to incorporate in the liq- 
uor ordinances of the city of Atlanta 
measures giving police officials power 
to fine, sentence to the stockade and 
also bind violators over to the criminal 
courts, city council has just passed a 
new ordinance, made with the inten- 
tion of complying with the original 
intention of the makers and meeting 
the objection stated in the recent opin- 
ion of Judge Ben Hill, of the superior 
court. The bill has just received the 
approval and the signature of Mayor 
Woodward and becomes the current 
law covering liquor violations. 

Recently Judge Ben Hill ruled that 
the state laws cover prohibition vio- 
lators and that the city police court 
has no jurisdiction over alleged vio- 
lators further than the power to bind 
them over to the-state courts. Judge 
Hill declared the city ordinance void 
and issued orders to city authorities to 
instruct the city recorder to omit fines 
and sentences in connection with 
“blind tiger” cases. 

Judge Johnson, of the _ recorder’s 
court, following instructions, stopped 
imposing fines and simply bound of- 
fenders over. 

The city council then decided to 
draw up another ordinance’ which 
would not conflict with the state law, 
yet would restore the power to fine 
and sentence on the recorder. 

For the firsttime the new ordi- 
nance is printed, and it appears ap- 
proved as follows:

WHY THE RECORDER’S COURT 
IS CALLED “POLICE MATINEE” 

Twenty years ago, when the recorder 
was Judge Andrew E. Calhoun, the 
police court was written up for The 
Constitution by Gordon Noel Hurtel, 
now the mayor’s executive secretary. 
Mr. Hurtel christened Judge Calhoun 
“Jedge Andy,” and called the court 
the “police matinee.” 

Later, when “oe Nash R. Broyles 
became recorder, Mr. Hurtel continued 
to write up the “police matinee” with 
“Jedge Briles” as recorder. 

Both Judge Calhoun and Judge 
2royles went up to higher courts, after 
having been given state-wide, if not 
nation-wide, reputations by r. Hur- 
tel’s police court stories. 


FIRST NEWSPAPER PUBLISHED 
IN ATLANTA BEFORE THE WAR 
The first newspaper published in 

Atlanta was The Democrat, and Dr. 

W. H. Fonerden was the editor. This 

was in 1846, when the town was still 

known as arthasville. The Demo- 
crat was a weekly. In 1846 Dr. Foner- 
den changed his paper into an educa- 
tional journal and moved it to Dalton, 

Ga. The office of The Democrat, when 

in Marthasville, was on the second 

floor of a building at the corner of 

Broad and Marietta streets. 

The second newspaper was The En- 
ererias. a weekly, published by Royal 

& Yarbrough in 1846 and 1847. 


The third paper was The Luminary, 
published by Charles L. Wheeler. Then 
followed The Southern Miscellany, by 
C. R. Hanleiter; The Atlanta Republi- 
can, by Rev. Russell Reneau and J. 
R. Smith; The Whig Reveille, by C. R. 
Hanleiter. 

The Atlanta Intelligencer was, per- 
haps, the most famous of the Atlanta 
papers published before the war. It 
was first published by Jonathan Nor- 
cross, I. O. McDaniel, B. F. Bomar and 
Z. A. Rice, with Rev. Joseph S. Baker 
as editor. The paper changed hands 
several times. 

Another old newspaper was The Na- 
tional American, which afterwards be- 
came The Southern Confederacy, with 
George W. Adair as editor.

Each Appropriation to Carry Tax 
Levy to Cover, Plan of MacIntyre 


Hon. W. Irwin MacIntyre, one of the 
most prominent lawyers of southwest 
Georgia and a member of the Thomas- 
ville bar, furnisttes The Constitution 
with the following very interesting 
statement, covering the financial condi- 
tion of the state, and suggesting a 
remedy. 

Mr. MacIntyre has been several times 
a member of the house and the views 
of no member of that body during his 
service were regarded more highly in 
all matters pertaining to the finances 
of the state. 

He writes as follows: 

Editor Constitution: In spite of the new 
tax act and the new borrowing power of the 
governor, we find the same thing wrong 


i with the state’s finances which has always 


been apparent to close observers. 

The state treasury will soon be running 
behind again because the constitution pro- 
vides that the legislature may levy 4 direct 
tax of 56 mills and leaves the duty of dis- 
tributing the sum raised thereby to a care- 


less body of law-makers. 

The result is (the average legislator hav- 
ing been elected on a platform demanding 
low taxes and larger yy gee eg that 
the outgo exceeds the income and some- 
body has to wait for .their money. 

The Remedy. 

The remedy is for the constitution to re- 
quire so many mills or fractions thereof to 
be levied and appropriated for each pers 
ticular purpose. Then a legislator wishing 
to give more money for a articular pur- 
ose would have to accomplish his desire 
y raising the number of mills levied and 
appropriated for such purpose. The legis- 
lature would have to be consistent, and 
whether they appre riate much or little, 
the treasury would hold its own and the 
present sham would be avoided. 

Whether or not for this particular year 
more money has been appropriated than 
has been collected by the state, I shall not 
stop to argue. It is my theory that enough 
money should have been cellected in 1915 
to suffice for 1916 and the figures herein- 
after mentioned as to income apply to the 
year 1915 and as to appropriations to the 
ear 1916.

THE OTHER VIEW OF “POLITICS 
AND SALARIES” EDITORIAL 


Editor Constitution: Your sense of fair- 
ness may permit me to say that your edl- 
torial of the 26th instant, under caption, 
“Politics and Salaries,’"’ was full of misstate- 
ments. ‘ 

The bill before the general assembly 
Providing compensation to the ordinaries for 
work required of those officers under the 
Prohibition law, does not contemplate dis- 
tribution among them of close to a hundred 
thousand dollars, or of any other amount, 
from the state treasury. On the contrary, 
the provisions of this bill would result in 
fair pay to these officers for work done and 
put into the state treasury, in addition there- 
to, about $100,000. 

It has not been proposed by anyone to 
pay the ordinaries of Georgia in “extra al- 
lowances’’ from the state treasury or from 
any other source, something like $600 a year 
each “for recording affidavits of those pur- 
chasing their monthly supply of liquor.” It 
is not true that the ordinaries of Georgia 
are notoriously better paid than any other 
officials in the state. And if it is true, 
as you say, that “‘‘our school teachers are 
literally being starved to death,” no valid 
argument is thereby afforded that the same 
Mosaic preparation for service and lead- 
ership should be forced upon the ordinartes 
of the state. Our teachers should be given 
just and fair treatment, and so should 
others.

The first year of the great war was 
marked by three well defined cam- 


paigns; the openings attack upon 


France, with its Belgian prelude, which 
began at Liege and culminated in the 
defeat the Marne and the engagements 


terminating in the battles of Flan- 


ders, by which the deadlock of trench 
war was made absolute from the sea to 
Switzerland; the Russian attack upon 


Austria, which began in the great vic- 


tory before Lemberg, was continued 


by the subsequent victories in Galacia 
and the Carpathians, until in the clos- 
ing days of April Russia stood at the 
edge of the Hungarian plains and but 
a few miles east of Cracow; the Ger- 
man attack upon Russia, which began 
with the overwhelming victory at the 
Dunaiec about May 1 and was still 
continuing in victory on the first an- 
niversary of the coming of Armaged- 
don. 

The historv of the second year has 
been marked ‘bv five equally well de- 
fined major campaigns: the continua- 
tion and culmination of the great Ger- 
man attack upon Russia; the success- 
ful defensive of Germany in 
the west from August, 1915, to Febru- 
ary, 1916, and her victorious resistance 
in the battles of Loos and Champagne;

many months of preparation, after a 
relative quiet which had lasted since 
the desperate and abortive* French ef- 
forts in Artois in May and June, the 
French in Champagne, the British in 
Artois launched terrific attacks. 

In ten days of bitter fifihting the 
French advanced some three miles on 
a front of éighteen, took above 25,000 
prisoners and many guns; they pene- 
trated two lines of German trenches 
and at one point actually broke 
through the third and last. 

But the result was nothing. The 
German line was restored, the French 
attacks were beaten down, the whole 
offensive was really in three 
days, and in week the world knew 
that the French had failed, although 
the considerable number of prisoners 
and the large capture of guns misled 
many into estimatine as a victory what 
had been a defeat, for the German line 
had held. 

In Artois the British fared even less

THE INITIATIVE. 


The Russian victories in Armenia in 
the late winter, the fall of Erzerum and 


Trebizond, had been plain warning that 


Russian strength was gaining. But

All through the first four months of 
the Verdun attack it was plain that 
Germany reckoned on precipitating a 
premature offensive by the British, and 
before their lines she massed most of 
the troops withdrawn from Russia. As 
the strain upom the French increased, 
the British, as was natural, volunteered 
to begin, but Joffre did not count them 
yet ready and grimly held the French 
to the gigantic task on the heights of 
the Meuse. 

But as Verdun held out, the time 
approached when Russia would escape 
from the chains of winter and the east- 
ern field would be again fit for military 
operations, “StiH the world awaited, 
not a Russian attack. but that allied 
offensive which had been, in the minds 
of the uninformed of neutral and bel- 
ligerent countries alike, scheduled for 
the spring; and when it did come credit 
was given to German assertions that 


attack had exhausted 


the Verdun 
France. 

On June 1, however, there came a 
sudden awakening. On a vast front ex- 
tending from the Prinet mareghes to the 
Rumanian frontier the Russian armies, 
heralded by tremendous artillery opera- 
ations, stepped forward, broke the Aus- 
trian lines north and south, took the 
fortresses of Dubno and Lutsk, lost 
in the preceding summer, and began to 
sweep the defeated Austrian armies be- 
fore them in a rout that recalled the 
worst of the Lemberg disaster. 

In a month the total of prisoners 
claimed by the Russians passed 200,009; 
it has since reached 300,000. Guns, am- 
munition, fell

Now, after seven weeks, it is too 
early to forecast the final achievement 
of the Russian offensive. It goes over 
into another year, as did the German 
attack upon Russia of last year, which 
advanced 200 miles beyond its July 
limit before it finally halted. But it 
is clear that the Russian attack has 
not yet been checked, that it carries 
a plain menace for Lemberg and that 
it has disclosed an Austrian weakness 
that may be the sign of an Aapproach- 
ing collapse. A year ago Berlin talked 
of a separate peace with a defeated 
Russia; today Petrograd is talking of 
a separate peacc with an exhausted 
Austria.

In the seven weeks of fighting Rus- 
sia has recovered between 10,000 and 
15,000 square miles of territory lost 
last year, far more ‘territory than Ger- 
many holds to ransom from France, a 
larger area than Belgium.

VI. 
SUMMARY. 


The measure of the meaning of the 
second year of the great war is per- 
haps best had by a contrast between 
the situation as it ends and the situa- 
tion a year ago. We did not know 
then what the extent of the German 
victory in the east was to be. But 
the year closed while Germany was 
still going forward in the greatest 
campaign of the war, and the magni- 
tude and extent of her conquests and 
victories filled the whole world and 
gave form to the words in which the 
comment on the end of the first year 
was made. 

One year later the change is unmis- 
takable. It is the central powers, Ger- 
many, for she is the heart and head 
of the war in her own camp, which 
are on the defensive and the allies who 
are advancing. In remote Armenia, 
in the Baltic 
provinces and in northern France, as 
well as along the Alps in the Tren- 
tino district, Russian, French, British 
and Italian troops are attacking, and 
there is every promise of a new of- 
fensive from Saloniki aimed at Bul-

We 
may say with justice that in losing 
the offensive, the initiative, if it be 
permanently lost, in failing to put out 
one of her enemies before all were 
equally prepared, Germany failed to 
win the war on German terms, failed to 
conquer, and the second year of the 
war has seen the coming of the fail- 
ure. But this is a long way from say- 
ing that Germany can be conquered. 

Bernhardi forecast German defeat if 
Germarly failed to eliminate one of 
her great opponents before all were in 
the field with equal preparation. But 
Bernhardi’s prophecy is old, and the 
war has abolished many articles of 
faith in the minds of all observers, neu- 
tral and belligerent. What one can 
say with absolute accuracy is that as 
the year ends there is unmistakable 
evidence that a new phase has begun, 
the phase dominated by allied attack 
upon Germany, as the preceding two 
years have been dominated by the great 
German offensive combinations. 

It follows that the year is ending 
without the smallest promise of peace. 
There is no prospect that the allies 
will be able between now and winter 
to win a victory that will brine Ger- 
many tor her knees.® There is no pres- 
ent promise that Germany will be 
able to regain the initiative and in 
the same time accomplish what she 
failed to accomplish at the Marne and 
about Vilna. Allied successes, small 
as they still are, will hold out the 
promise to the allies of a real victory 
next year. German resistance, main- 
tained as it now is, will sustain the 
German belief that Germany should 
continue the war until she is able to 
make a peace conforming to the extent 
of the war map. 

Every outward evidence that a rea- 
sonable man can accept points to an- 
other year of war, to the fulfillment 
of Kitchener’s forecast of a three years’ 
war. Nothing is yet decided save that 
Germany has failed to crush France 
or Russia and to compel Britain to ask 
peace by menaces directed on land at 
Egypt and India and on water at the 
sea-borne trade of Britain by the sub- 
marine. Possessing Belgium, thou- 
sands of square miles of northern 
France, all of Poland, most of the Bal- 
tic provinces and much of Volhynia, 
the central powers still have a tre- 
mendous booty, which is not yet coun. 
terbalanced by Germany’s lost colonies 
and vanished sea trade. 

Finally, holding Serbia and having

The practical vaine of the phonop- 
ticon will not end with the reading 
of print, A machine of this sort 
may ultimately be constructed to en- 
able the blind to “see” pictures.

How Paper Is Made of Wood. 


fact that it was originally made 

by the Egyptians from papyrus, 
& mush-like plant formerly common 
in Egypt along the Nile. Today paper 
is largely made from vegetable fibres 
and cellulose. 

When it was found that the fibres 
of the cotton and flax plants were 
best adapted for making ‘paper, and 
the uses of paper were few, the rag- 
man did a flourishing business in 
buying old rags to keep the paper 
manufacturers supplied with raw ma- 
terial. The rags were first allowed 
to rot to remove the substances en- 
crusting the cellulose and were then 
beaten into a pulp to which water 
was added. The pulp was then placed 
in a sieve and drained, and subjected 
to heavy pressure which united the 
fibres and produced paper. By the 
modern method the rags are boiled 
with caustic soda, which separates 
the cellulose fibres, and placed in a 
machine in which rollers set with 


Pree: derives ite name from the 


knives tear tae rags to pieces and 
mix them with water to make a pulp. 
This pulp is bleached with chloride 
of lime and mixed with alum and a 
kind of soap to give a smooth sur- 
face. 

The way man's discoveries operate 
to supply his needs in the progress 
of civilization is notably illustrated 
In the production of paper. Under 
the old method the big supply re 
quired today for newspapers and 
other uses could not have been pro 
duced. 

The discovery that pulp could be 
made from the trunks and limbs of 
trees Came to the rescue. It was 
found that by boiling wood shavings 
in strong solutions of caustic soda, 
in receptacles that would withstand 
very high pressure, the wood fibres 
were separated, and a very good 
quality of cellulose for paper manu- 
facture produced. Asa result of this 
discovery paper today is mostly made 
of wood. 


a large-sized selenium crystal. These 
ctystals, as we have seen, are so 
sensitive to light that a chahge to 
darkness as small as a stem of a 
letter so affects them that they force 
ah electric current into the appara- 
tus Which produces the sound.

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The War Disease 
of “Trench Foot”’ 


HE fact that the present war 
differs from previous conflicts 
in that foot tronbles to be 
Evarded against come not from ex- 
cessive marching. but from too much 
Ftanding still, is responsible for the 
recognizable malady, which has 
come to be known to the military 
surgeons as “trench foot.” This dis- 
ease is due to standing all day in the 
cold mud and slush of the trenches. 
and has been thought worthy of s;e 
cial attention by the French Acade 
my of Medicine, which has issued ; 
special series of leaflets to the so! 
ders, telling them how to avoid it. 

After pointing out that such lesions 
occurred particularly in the feet. 
owing to standing in water, liquid 
mud, or melted snow, to wearinz 
damp boots, to contraction of th: 
leather and consequent constriction 
of the foot, interfering with the cir 
culation and producing swelling o! 
the foot and the lower part of the 
leg, the leaflet proceeds to make ce 
tain recommendations. It advises 
that the men should make every ¢: 
fort to render the bottom of th: 
trenches as dry as possible by means 
of drains and catch-pits, and laying 
down shingle or hurdles; that men 
should not remain standing or sit 
ting longer than is necessary; that 
they should wear large boots: and 
that it is worth while to wrap the 
feet with strips of paper under the 
sock and to keep two pairs of boots 
and socks, so that those not in use 
can be dried. The most important 
point, however, is to take the boots 
off at least once a day, and to rub 
the feet and lower parts of the legs 
thoroughly for ten minutes, while at 
the same time the toes and ankles 
are moved energetically. Afterward. 
a dry pair of socks should be put on 

The soldiers are counselled to use 
the opportunity of being in camp or 
billets to give particular care to their 
feet and boots. washing the feet and 
rubbing them at least once a day. 
The boots should be cleaned of al! 
mud, dried without hardening them 
by bringing them too hear the fire. 
and greased. Further, if he has rea- 
son to fear that his feet are begin- 
ning to suffer from cold, the soldier 
is advised to take off his boots, rub 
the feet gently, put on sabots filled 
with straw, and see the medical of.- 
ficer at once. 

Prof. Sheridan Delepine discusses 
the prevention of “trench foot” from 
a scientific point: of view and de- 
scribes a waterproof silk bag for the 
foot and leg, to be worn imside the 
boot. He considers that a water. 
proof top boot, so devised as to leave 
a fairly wide air space between the 
foot and ankle and lower part of the 
leg, would be more efficient and prob. 
ably more convenient, provided the 
material used was light and did not 
interfere with movements, 
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White Mice that Safeguard Lives on Submarines. 


HITH mice are kept on board 

WV submarines to guard the 
f crew against the dangers of 
death by asphyxiation from the dead- 
ly fumes of gasoline, While the sub 
mersibles are at sea the mice are 
permitted to run about at will. 

The fumes of gasoline (abroad it 
is known as petrol) being heavier 
than air sink, to the bottom of the 
vessel and gredually ascevd as they 
increase in volume, White mice are 
extremely sensitive to these fumes 
and immediately set up a lusty 
squealing which warns the sub- 
marine sailors of the approaching 
danger, Without euch an alarm, it is 
said, the deadly fumes would 680 
stealthily overcome the crew that 
they would sink into uhconecfous- 
ness before they had a chance to 
eave themselves from asphyxiation. 

The wide use of gasoline is re 
eponsible for a new and neually fatal 
malady known as “petrofiortis.” It 
is simply asphyxiation from gaa or 
automoébile gas fumes.

A Submarine Officer and His White Mice.

NCLE SAM, relatively even to 

the small forces he is able 

promptly to throw into the 
field, is weak in artillery, The great 
war in Europe has shown that can- 
non in large numbers, under modern 
conditions of conflict, are more im- 
portant than multitudes of men. Bat- 
tles are won not by the strongest bat- 
talions, but by explosive shells and 
plenty of them. ; 

In readiness for use, Uncle Sam has 
45 batteries of heavy field artillery 
and 150 batteries of 3-inch field guns 
and mountain howitzers, Four guns 
compose a battery. The total repre- 
sents about one-tenth the number of 
cannon necessary, and there is a de 
plorable lack of ammunition. 

The Mexican difficulty found the 
United States in this respect unpre- 
pared. But for some time past the 
war department has been rushing 
the manufacture of cannon, some of 
which are already being delivered 
from the arsenals, and contracts for 
great quantities of projectiles have 
been placed with private concerns. 
One such munitions plant is now 
turning out shells (mostly 3-inch, 
for field guns) at a rate of 30,000 a 
day, for the allies, so t by good 
luck, the government ca uy all it 
needs. 


Rival of Famous French ‘'75.’’ 

The artillery Uncle Sam does pos- 
sess is up-to-date and as good as any 
in the world, caliber for caliber. Most 
important is the 3-inch field gun— 
deemed by experts fully equal to the 
famous French '75—which throws a 
15-pound projectile, There is also a 
4.7-inch field gun; and the howitzers 
are of 3.8-inch, 4.7-inch and 6-inch 
calibers.

The main difference between a field 
gun and a howitzer is that the latter 
can be used for high-angle fire and 
with varying powder charges accord- 
ing to range. tefore long 12-inch, 
14-inch and possibly 16-inch howit- 
zers will be made for the proposed 
“travelling” coast defence. 

The seacoast fortresses of te 
United States (protecting harvors 
and river mouths) could not prevent 
a hostile army from landing a few 
miles away, out of reach of their 
guns: and such forces, if strong 
enough, might easily attack them 
from behind and capture’ them. 
Hence the value of the plan, now in 
contemplation, whereby huge howit- 
zers are to be made transportable 
along shore by rail and by motor 
tractors. 

For this purpose strategic rail- 
roads are to be built along the coasts 
and designs are being made for flat 
cars of massive construction, capa- 
ble of carrying great guns and their 
mounts.

Six 
others, of the same caliber, are to be 
provided for the defence of the inter- 
oceanic waterway—the idea being to 
mount three of them on the main- 
land at the Caribbean end, and four 
on the four little islands which (con- 
veniently situated off the southern 
entrance) have been converted into 
forts. 
16-Inch Guns for Harbors. 

Ten similar guns are to be mount- 
ed for the protection of the harbor 
at San Francisco, eight at Boston 
and four for the defence of the en- 
trance of Chesapeake bay, at Hamp- 
ton Roads. Several years, however, 
will be required to build them. Such 
a weapon is nearly 50 feet long, 
weighs 130 tons, and fires a 2400- 
pound projectile 23 miles. The shell, 
containing 400 pounds of high ex- 
plosive as a bursting charge, is near- 
ly as tall as a man (5 feet 4 inches) 
when stood on its base: and, fired 
with a load of 666% pounds of smoke. 
less gunpowder, it strikes, at a dis 
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ly. Its cartridges are held in “clips” 
of five. 

The government small-arms fac- 
tories at Springfield, Mass., and 
Rock Island, HL, can each turn out 
new rifles at a rate of 1500 every 
24 hours, running day and night 
shifts. But the private munitions 
concerns (whose product may al- 
ways be commandeered by Uncle 
Sam) are making them by tens of 
thousands weekly. The Frankford 
Arsenal in Philadelphia is deliver- 
ing to the war department 10,000,000 
rifle cartridges every seven days 
(they cost 2% cents apiece), and 
private concerns in New Haven, 
Bridgeport, Lowell and Cincinnati 
are manufacturing five times as 
many, for export. 

The army, the navy, the marine 
corps and the organized militia all 
use the same rifle and the same cart- 
ridge—the latter having a _ copper- 
nickel jacket and a lead core. An 
infantryman carries 100 such cart- 


The army rifle can fire 25 shots a 
minute. It is a wonderful improve- 
ment on the old fashioned flintlock 
musket used by United States troops 
in the first Mexican war, which, 
loaded with a round ball by the help 
of a ramrod, could shoot only once 
in 60 seconds. Percussion rifles 
were already known in those days, 
but they were much in the habit of 
missing fire, and Gen. Scott discour- 
aged their employment by the sgol- 
diers under his command. 

Machine Rifle. 

army machine gun is a 
of French invention, but is 
manufactured for Uncle Sam at 
Springfield and Hartford. It is a

man to fire the equivalent of a vol- 
ley, or series of volleys, discharged 
by an entire platoon (one-third of a 
company. It weighs less than 30 
pounds, and the marksman operating 
it lies flat on his stomach, the muz- 
zle being upheld and steadied by a 
slender steel fork. 

Under service conditions such a 
gun will fire 150 shots a minute. The 
marksman can shoot one bullet at 
a time, or, by holding the trigger 
back, can deliver the bullets in a 
continuous stream. The cartridges 
are ordinary rifle cartridges, held in 
clips of 30. Part of the gas gener- 
ated by the explosion of each cart- 


ridge operates the mechanism, 
throwing out the empty shell. Four 
of these machine guns are allowed 
for each regiment, with an extra ma-

HILE a large part of the pub- 
lic continues to sentimentai- 
ize over “the poor working 
girl,’ there is a growing tendency 
among thoughtful people to discredit 
the absurd fables about her, and to 


ask intelligent questions regarding 
her real characteristics and her in- 
fluence in this work-a-day world. 
Here are a few of the posers bein; 
propounded to me nowadays: 

What is woman's best asset as a 
Wage earner? What is the para- 
mount feminine weakness in the busi- 
ness relation? What effect has the 
feminist movement upcn the working 
sirl and upon her work? Will the 
new woman in industry strive for 
permanent economic independence 
and for positions on a par with those 
of skillecd and ambitious men? [gs the 
economically independent girl grow- 
ing masculine? 

The last of these suggests an in- 
cident in the New York suffrage cam. 
paign, when Josephine Casey, a gift- 
ed member of the Street Railway 
Employes’ Union, was asked, after a 
suffrage address, whether she did not 
fear that the ballot would make 
women masculine. 

“You'd be safe taking a chance on 
that,” was her reply. “Look how 
many ‘sissy’ men there are who have 
been voting for years. The ballot 
hasn’t made them masculine.” : 

From my 25 years’ close associa- 
tion with wage-earning women, I am 
ready to advise inquirers to “take a 
' chance” on woman’s remaining femi 
nine even though economically inde- 
pendent, ‘ 

The textile industry is a good one 
in which to make a study of this sub- 
ject. It employs more girls and 
women than any other; was first to 
he factorized; and in it women often 
do exactly the same work as men. 


Shiver and Starve for Vanity. 


A trip down the main street of a 
typical mill town on a special shop- 
ping night throws light upon this 
problem—Fal} River, Mass., for ex- 
ample, one of the oldest cotton tex- 
tile centres in the country. Here, 
every Saturday night you will find 
a continuous procession of mill girls 
out for an orgy of shopping. And 
one sees immediately that, whether 
or not they are properly nourished 
or warmly clothed, these girls will 
have plumes in their hats, fur hoas 
round. their throats, and shoes which 
are fancy, even though they may be 
shabby. The working girl may shiver 
and starve, but the cravings of her 
spirit for beauty and social compan- 
ionship must be satisfied at all costs. 

This is true of them all. true of 
the stunted, gray-faced descendant of 
generations of English weavers, true 
of the stalwart peasant woman late- 
ly from the Hungarian farm, true of 
eli of the eight other nationalities 
of Fall River. It is perhaps especial. 
ly true of the French girl, who spends 
half of her suppér money for flowers 
for her hall bedroom. And this is 
distinctly feminine, for the average 
man will not go cold for love of 
feathers, or hungry for love of a rose 

Apparentiy there is only one thing 

strong enough to make a mill wom- 
an forego fine feathers and the Sat- 
urday night shopping bee, and that 
thing is mother love. I overheard a 
group of women textile workers com- 
paring reminiscences. 
_ “Many a time,” said one, “it is 2 
o'clock in the morning when I bang 
out the children’s wash, and then I 
sleep in a chair for fear the bed will 
make me forget to wake when the 
whistle blows.” Another. d-legate 
had often taken in washing for pay 
to add to the family wash, which 
might mot reach the clothes line be 
fore broad daylight. 


Sacrifices of Mother Love. 


A third bragged of “stopping out 
of the mill” a year before and a year 
after the birth of her baby, in spite 
of a husband's protests, because of 
her determination that the child 
should have a “fair start with 
health.” Still another, who had been 
weaving “off and on for 30 years” 
said she had “kept at it” in order to 
educate her nine children: All of 
the others told of great sacrifice 
prompted by mother love. | 

If, after generations in the mills, 
ever since 1785, woman still is “a 


child of our Grandmother. Eve,” it 
would seem folly to worry about her 
being unsexed by industrial work. 
Weaving in factories has not made 
her the least bit more masculine 
than her grandmother who did the 
weaving at home. 

I have found women equally femi- 
nine in the garment industry, which 


employs the second largest number: 


of “females.” Different trade tradi- 
tions, different inheritance, and the 
environment of the larger cities 
have made the garment worker su- 
perficially different from her mill sis- 
ter, Still, there can be no doubt that 
she retains the characteristics of the 
“female of the species.” The facts 
that her factory trade is of more 
modern origin, and has developed in 
cities teeming with progressing 
ideas, and that she is preponderant- 
ly Jewish, with old-world ideas of 
revo!t from persecution, account for 
her peculiar brand of feminity. 

The Jewish factory girl loves to 
shop from push-cart “bargain coun: 
ters.” She enjoys Friday night 
promenades in her finery, but all who 
know her will testify that there are 
other things that she enjoys even 
better, such as art, education and the 
labor movement, She will sacrifice 
a willow plume for a volume of Ib 
sen’s plays: a silk waist for a concert 
season ticket, or fancy shoes for 
“dues” in a local or-

litical persuasion. 

Often she develops rev- 
olutionary tendencies 
not found in_ textile 
towns, where women 
have the old feminine 
tradition of patience 
under injustice. Yet this 
garment-girl, too, as I 
know her, is “all girl.” 
She is a devotee to 
beauty and sentiment. 
She has an eye out for 
beau and marriage. She 
preserves a deep love for 
home and children. 

Her main difference 
from her mill sisters is 
a further extension of 
womanliness with a so- 
cial sense and sentiment 
which reach out beyond 
her own fireside and her 
own children to embrace 
humanity in general. 

While I have not ob- 
served that working for 
wages in any of the 
trades is changing wom- 
an’s nature, I have no- 
ticed that economic in- 
dependence enables wom- 
en to develop and ad- 
vance along her own 
feminine lines much fast- 
er than does the girl 
who does not have eco- 
nomic freedom. The fol- 
lowing story illustrates 
this point:

Keynote of Feminism. 


“Girls,” he began, ‘A feel like a 
father to you. I have tried to treat 
you like my own children—,” but be- 
fore he could proceed further a Bo- 
hemian tobacco-stripper mounted a 
chair in the rear of the room and 
shouted: . 

“Well, papa, we'll try to get along 
without you now for a while. We 
don’t want to be treated like your 
own children. We're going to strike 
till you agree to treat us like grown- 
ups, and pay us a living wage.” 

The whoie: working force of that 
factory followed this rebel to the 
street and returned only when prom- 
ised an increase in wages of ua dollar 
a week. Here was the keynote of 
modern feminism. The modern wom- 
an is clamoring to be treated, not 
like a child or a dependent, but like 
a “grown-up.” 

The best rebuttal of the old claim 
that woman's place is in the home 
is the fact that 8,000,000 American 
women have left their homes to 
enter industry. According to statis 
tics compiled by the government of 


the United States woman today Is 
saying to rnan: 

“I am engaged in all but nine of 
the American occupations. I spin 
621-3 per cent. of your cotton, silk 
and woo]. I weave 48 4-5 per cent. 
of your fabrics. I make about two- 
thirds of all the clothes worn by you! 
wives and children. I manufacture 
32 per cent. of your shoes. I make 
833-5 per cent, of your hats, suits 
and overalls. I do more than man in 
the printing and publishing trades. 
I make 44% -per cent. of your elec- 
trical supplies, I answer more than 
“0 out of every 100 of your telephone 
calls. I make 47 per cent. of your 
cigars. I sell one-third of all the 
goods you make in all your indu-- 
tries. If I should go home your in 
custries would be paralyzed.” 


Chafing in Chains. 
My experience has shown me that 
while the college-bred, Ibsen-club 


women are hysterically chafing in 
chains forged by men who pay their 
bills, millions of girls of the working 
class are earning their rights to a 
latchkey, They have proceeded with 
a determined aim to make for them- 
selves a woman’s sphere apart from 
the luxuricus hares of the idle rich, 
or the crowded tenements where 
children of the poor are “raised in 
darkness.” 
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Gradually the working girl has been 
winning for herself equal rights with 
her brother in the home, and free- 
dom to go to and from the home for 
social diversion, higher education or 
industrial organization, on ° equal 
terms with the male members of her 
family. 


Woman’s Best Asset. 

That the quality and quantity of 
woman's industrial: production on the 
whole is exceilent, we learn from ali 
sources. Take their oldest’ trade 
again—the vest grade of cotton 
goods turned out by ‘he women 
weavers compares’ favorably with 
that of the men. When doing: the 
same kind of work as men, as in the 
weaveroom, the women hold their 
own with their husbands and broth- 
ers, According to employers, wom- 
on are steadier than men and excel 
the latter in departments where deft- 
ness and patience are special re- 
quirements. 

But woman's effect upon wages 
and working conditions has been, on 
the whole, very unfortunate. Tho 
trades she has invaded have suffered 
from her shortcomings and from the 
defects of her excellences. Fickle- 
ness of purpose and the considera: 
tion of the “job” as merely a transi- 
tion between school and marriage 
have been weaknesses of the gyouns 
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working women, 
Other weaknesses, 
have been considered 
patience under industrial itmposi- 
tions: devotion of too much time, 
thought and strength to petty econo- 
mies, and the “adaptability” whici 
jeads a working woman to cooik her 
own meals, do’ her own laundry work, 
make her own clothes and in this 
way exist on a low wage. 

All of these tendencies have kept 
down industrial standards in dis- 
tricts where “women do men’s jobs.”

“Hen towns” are spoken of by 
labor men with scorn and bitter- 
ness: for in them they say that 
“a fellow must either take what a 
woman will stand for, or else see 
the job go to a woman.”  Fre- 
quently the “fellow” does the lat- 
ter, often drowning his disgust in 
the “cup that cheers,” while the 
woman strives to support him and 
their enfeebled children from her 
slim pay envelope. 

The woman’s best asset in in- 
dustry, I should say, is what 
Bergson calls her “mobility of 

mind’—“the mobility 
of intelligence con- 
forming to the mobil- 
ity of things.” 


Modern industry is in a constant 
process of reconstruction. There are 
continual changes in the machinery 
of production. Besides, there are 
seasonal fashions in all our indus: 
trial products. Here women's adap- 
tability is a very special advantage 
io her and to her work. 

Also in the progressively demo- 
cratic control of industry, the “mo- 
hile mind” of woman is already prov- 
ing of very high value, together with 
other feminine gifts and graces. Pro- 
gressive ‘abor men and progressive 


captains of industry are rejoicing in 
woman’s growing influence in the 
{rade union movement. “When Bunt: 
pulls the strings” either in the fam. 
ily circle or in larger social circles, 
vhe often proves an adejt at un 
tangiing difficult knots. Even the 
cynical old Voltaire once said: “Ail 
the reasonings of men are not worta 
one sentiment of woman.” 


Mystery of Dreams 


UST as sleep ifs a natural phe 
nomenon of life, so dreams are 2 
natural phenomenon of sleep. 


Doctors say that the longest dream 
we ever have—even the dream that 
seems to carry us through several! 
days—perhaps oceupies no more 
than a single second! 

Some authorities maintain that if 
any one of our dreams were to last 
longer than a singie second we 
Should die. Other authorities are 
convinced that we do not dream at 
all when we are asleep, but only in 
the fraction of time when we are 
(as Shakespeare has expressed it) 
“’twixt sleep and waking.” 

It is also argued that dreams are 
nothing but distorted ideas and 
images passing through the drowsy 
mind, and being no more than ex- 
traordinary variations of things that 
have happened, or of things that we 
have thought, or read in oyr waking 
moments, they can have no possible 
association with our future. But, on 
the other hand, dreams have been 
credited with prophetic meanings 
since the days when the world was 
young; and dreambooks are still pub 
lished and purchased and consulted. 
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URING the American revolu- 
|) tion the most important of 
the British camps was lo- 
cated along the present line of upper 
Broadway, New York.

College Education Not Necessary, Says Charles M. Schwab 


O career in American industrial life has 
been more spectacular than that of 
Charles M. Schwab. Step by step he 


climbed from grocery clerk to multi-million- 
aire. His career is a fairy tale in real life. 
Born amid humble surroundings and self-edu- 
cated, his success was so rapid that at the 
age of 39 he was elected president of the 
largest corporation in the world-—the United 
States Steel Corporation—at a salary gen- 
erally understood to be $1,000,000. 

Even before he was out of school young 
Schwab showed his love for hard work. 
tells it himself, he was driving a stage at odd 
hours from Loretto, Pa., to Cresson,. while at- 
tending St. Francis College. After being grad- 
uated, he says he went to work in a grocery 
store at the age of 16 for $2.50 a week and his 
board. He practically worked both day and 
night, for after ‘“‘clerking it” he acted as nicht 
watchman and slept in the store. 


AS he, 


He says at the age of 18 he was delighted 
to get a job as stake driver in the engineer 
corps of the Edgar Thomson Steel Works at 
Braddock. But it was not long before he was 
made chief driver. Seven years later found 
him superintendent of the great Homestead 
steel plant of Andrew Carnegie, and at the 
end of five years more he directed both the 
Homestead and the Thomson works. About 
this time men began to point to him as an 
example of success. Later he became presi- 
dent of the Carnegie company, and after the 
consolidation of the leading steel works into 
the United States Stee] Corporation he was 
placed at its head.

“One should rely on himself. Self-reliance 
is the noblest expression of manhood. 

“Make yourself indispensable. Don’t look 
at the clock. 

“Win the confidence of your employer. Work 
for him as if you were working for yourself.

“Marry early. Have a home of your own. 

“A man who is not susceptible to encour- 
agement will never succeed.

You 
must win your position for yourself. 

“Then there is anotner thing that is essen- 
tial—you must do what you are employed to 
do a little better than any anybody else does 
it. Everybody is expected to do his duty, but 
the boy who does his duty and a little more 
than his duty is the boy who is going to&suc 


ceed in this world. 
“You must take an interest in what you 


are doing and it must be a genuine interest.”

Women 
Veiled for a 
Journey. 


HEN you watch, the bride 

coming up the aisle, her eyes 

downcast or staring straight 
before her under the scrutiny of hun- 
dreds of other eyes, do you ever won- 
der why she wears the veil that casts 
that’ mysic spell over the splendor of 
her bridal gown? 

Probably not. She wears it be 
cause it is the fashion and you never 
think of expecting anything else. 

Veils, like other things that are 
the fashion, simply go on happening 
because they have happened. 

However, scientific students are al- 
ways asking why? and veils have re- 
cently been made the object of his- 
torical exposition by an Italian writer 
who has made some interesting dis- 
coveries as to the very earliest tra- 
ditions as to veils. 

It seems clear enough from this in- 
vestigator’s researches that in the 
first place the veil was not simply or- 
namental. It had in the past a deep 
religious significance, for there was 
a kind of “taboo” indicated by the 
veil, barring all save the husband, 
father, brother or those connected by 
blood or a blood-covenant with the 
woman, This explains why the ori- 
ental woman of caste never uncovers 
her face when she leaves the harem. 
She deems it a disgrace, or a mark 
of depravity, to appear unveiled in 
public. The Mohammedan woman is 
bound by many conventions, and the 
details concerning the veil are nu- 
merous and ag strict ag the “laws of 
the Medes and Persians.” 

The woman of the Orient has the 
face-veil or “burka,” which consists 
of a long strip of white muslin. This 
must cover all of the face except the 
eyes, and often it sweeps down as 
far as the feet. Among the poorer 
classes this veil,although often made 
of black crepe, is not worn as a sign 


of mourning at all, but from a prin- 
ciple of economy. Poor women have 
no time to wash white veils. 

The better classes have the “tar- 
hah,” or head-veil, which, while worn 
around the head primarily, may also 
be drawn about the face, in the ab- 
sence of the “burka.” [Inaddition, there 
is the double-veil, or “yashmak,” for 
covering the head and face at the 
same time, with aspace for the eyes. 

There can be little doubt that the 
custom of wearing veils came from 
the East, as did many European cus- 
toms, but it appears early among the 
Roman women, who laid great stress 
upon the bridal veil. The newly- 
married Roman matron always wore 
etther a red veil or a veil with red 
stripes, to distinguish her from all 
unmarried women. Vestal virgins 
wore white veils as marks of their 
being wedded to the god. or devoted 
to the service of Vesta. Thus when 
Christianity was established at Rome 
the custom of the Vestal virgins and 
the Roman matrons was transformed 
for the benefit of the church. The 
maiden who devoted herself to the 
church was held to be the “Bride of 
Christ,” and she, too, adopted a veil 
as a sign of inviolable fidelity to Him. 

Wilpert, one of the greatest au- 
thorities upon early church cifstoms, 
States this as the ancient form of giv: 
ing the veil: “Receive, oh virgin, 
thig holy veil, and wear it without 
stain until thou shalt appear before 
the judgment seat of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, before whom every knee shal] 
bow, of those that are in heaven, on 
earth and under the earth, for all 
eternity, Amen.” 

Bishops only were permitted to 
give the veil to virgins who devoted 
themselves to the church, but early 
in the history of Christianity priests 
were permitted to give widows veils. 


Flying Through the Air Currents of the Nile. 


N a recent letter to Nature some in- 
teresting experiences of M. Mc- 
Lean are described. During his 
filght up the Nile he found that the 
vertical air currents were frequently 
very marked. ‘When the wind was 
only slightly different in direction 
from the line of the river there was a 
down current on the other side. 
When, however, the river split up 


into several channels the air was gen- 
erally descending over the whole 
neighborhood and was disturbed. 

These down currents were at times 
so strong that his aeroplane, when 
climbing at its greatest speed, would 
descend steadily at 3 feet per second. 
He estimates that the maximum rate 
of climbing of his machine in still air 
was 4 feet per second.

American girl from a vaudeville purveyor 
of banjo songs to a grand opera favorite 
of international fame and independent for- 
tune. 

All of which Kismet has accomplished 
within a brief space of little more than 
twenty years. 

Bessie Abott is a widow now. In pri- 
vate life, she is known as Mrs. Waldo 
Story. She is a familiar figure this sum- 
mer as she speeds along the Long island 
roads near her attractive country home at 
Huntington. She drives the car herself 
and the trimmings are unusual, to say the

a half-mourning effect; and those who 
imow say that it is half-mourning adoptea 

her as a reminder of her recent widow- 
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dollars fell into’ her hands. That, like 
everything else in her life, came to her 
without apparent ‘effort on her part. 

“Listen,” a friend said—a man on Wall 
street, of course, with his ear closely at- 
tuned to the wireless wavesthat bespeak 
financial changes—‘"I know of a certainty 
that there’s money inBethlehem steel. Let 
me invest for you.” 

That was at the outhreak of the war be- 
fore Waldo Story’s death. Bessie Abott 
considered. She looked back at her life, 
and decided-that, judging from. past ex- 
periences, this was another knock of Op- 
portunity. | if ) 

“Tl do it,” she declared; and money 
earned by -her on, the. ,operatic . stage 
straightway was shrewdly placed. 

It came back nearly a half millionfold 
shortly after. Story’s death; andthe first 


act of the newly-made widow was to pur- 
chase a motor car of latest make and be- 
deck it with half-mourning. For Fate had 
been kind to Bessie Abott in her married 
life, as in everything else, and her brief 
marital experience was a blissful one. 

Waldo Story, brother of Julian Story, 
like him was a famous artist and. sculptor. 
He is remembered for his gold mosaic 
monument to the August Belmonts,’ pat- 
ents of August and Perry Belmont, in 
Trinity church, Newport, R. I.; for the 
bronze doors of the Morgan library; for 
the monument and chapel statue of Lord 
Randolph Churchill at Blenheim. 

Both Waldo and Julian Story inherited 
their artistic talents. They were sons of 
William Wetmore Story, who. not only 
worked in oils and clay, but whose novels 
“Flametta” and “Robi di Roma,” were 
famed in their generation. Barberini pal- 
ace in Rome was his residence for many 
years, and there Nathanial Hawthorne 
found his inspiration for “The Marble 
Faun.” Waldo was born there, and his 
early years were associated with memories 
of Browning,’ Lowell and Margaret Fuller, 
who were frequent visitors. 
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Waldo married a Miss Brodwood, an 
English woman, and until 1908, they lived 
together. Then came a divorce. Bessie 
Abott had scored her success, and those 
who are cognizant say that the romance 
—e her and Story started even before 
then. ’ 

But a divorce was granted. Story sold 
the Barberini palace, which had been built 


~by Urbans VII in 1660, with its Lion of 


Palestrina, its art collection, and a won- 
derful library of ancient manuscripts, 
many of them illuminated, collected by 
Cardinal Barberini. He came to America, 
and, in 1912, Bessie Abott became his wife. 
Three years later, on October 23, 19165, 
Story succumbed to a blood clot on the 
brain. . 

And Bessie Abott mourned him sin- 
cerely. 

He was sixty when he died, nearly 
twenty years her senior, and for three 
short years had devoted his endeavors to 
making her happy. And she; who started 
life as an unknown singer of jingling pop- 
ular airs on the vaudeville stage, shared 
her operatic triumphs with the man whe 


gave her his name, his artistic achieve- 


ments, the. prestige of Lis family, and who 
had even divorced another that he might 
do so. 

Beesie Pickens Abott is a New York 
girl by birth. She has a sister, Jessie, life- 
long friend and mentor, and today her 
closest associate and severest critic. Back 
in 1898, when the World’s Columbian ex- 
position was at its height, Kiralfy aston- 
ished amusement followers with his tre 
mendous spectacular production “1492.” It 
may have been that it was no greater than 
the average spectacular musical production 
of today, but it towered big then. 

And in it, two girls won first recognition. 
They were booked as “The, Abott Sisters,” 
and they sang songs of the Charlies K. 
Harris brand of sentiment—"“<After the 
Ball, “I Don’t Want to Play in Your 
Yard,” “Two Little Girls in Blue,” “Kiss 
and Let’s Make Up” accompanying them- 
selves on two jingling banjos. And they 
did it well. One of the two, who contribut- 
ed the soprano to the duets, took the high 
note at the finale with surprising ease and 
clarity. 

“Who are they?” asked the audience as 
they listened. 

“Bessie and Jessie Abott,” the program 
read. 

“But which is which?” 

Nobody knew. But they contributed 


their applause just as energetically as if 
they realized that it was a future grand 
opera prima donna they were patronizing. 
New York came next, and then a London 
engagement. 

In the meantime, realizing that she had 
a voice with latent possibilities, Bessie 
Abott had taken up training under Mme. 
Freda Ashforth, famous as an instructor 
and singer. On the trip across, the Abott 
sisters participated in one of many ship’s 
concerts. At its close, Bessie was ad- 
dressed by a short dark stranger of 
Parisian manner and distinctive bearing. 

“Pardon me,” he sald, “I am Jean de 
Reszke. This is my brother, Edouard. You 
have a wonderful voice, Miss Abott. Cul- 
tivate it, and there is no success you can 
not atta(n. With whom have you studied?” 

“With Mme. Asbforth, what little I 
have,” Miss Abott replied. 

“You could do no better than return to 
America and study with her still further,” 
de Reszke said. “ater, Paris; but now, 
you must work, and practice, long and 
hard, to win success.” 

Thus began a friendship that exists to- 
day. Thus Destiny first took the hand in 
the game it played. 

Bessie Abott and her sister completed 
their London engagement, and that fall 
Bessie took up vocal training in earnest. 
For three years she studied with Mme. 
Ashforth—long and conscienciously, visit- 


ing Paris each summer to pursue her work’ 


under the late Fidele Konig, chef d’ or- 
chestre of the Paris Opera. .She took les- 
sons from De Reszke as well, and both he 
and Konig urged her to sing for Gailhard, 
director of the opera. 

“IT would not do it,” Miss Abott says, in 
recounting the experience. “I did not be 
lieve for a moment that he would offer 
me an engagement. De-Reszke wanted me 
to try for the Opera Comique, but I was 
not ready for that, efther. Konig finally 
urged me to sing in the opera house one 
morning that he might hear how my voice 
sounded. Unknown to me, Gailhard was 
in one of the boxes. A week later I was 
engaged to make my debut in ‘Romeo et 
Juliette,’ and later, I sang the Forst Bird 
in ‘Siegfried’ with Jean de Reszke.” 

Success came to Bessie Abott. It came 
without her seeking it. It came. through 
friends, wko sought her out, made her thelr 


friend, and gave her all the advantages of 
their power and influence. 

What wonder that she believes in dew 
tiny! — 

For two seasons Bessie Abott sang at 
the opera during De Reszke’s last per- 
formances. The following year she went 
to the Opera Comique to sing Violetta 
in "La Travita,” and Zerlina in “Don 
Giovanni.”” During that time she studied 
all her roles under Jean de Reszke. 

Then came America—the return home— 
the return in triumph! 

Miss Abott was known now. With Sybil 
Sanderson, she was the only American 
ever to have served as a regular member 
of the companies at the opera house and 
the Opera Comique. Heinrich Conried 
heard of her. Her managers—for she had 
them—arranged that she should sing be 
fore him. So one morning she stood on 
the dimly lighted stage of the Metropolitan 
opera house and went through the role of 
Mimi from “La Boheme.” She signed a 
five-year contract with the manager, and, 
after his death, continued with the or 
ganization. 

It was in 1898 that Bessie Abott made 
the eventful trip to fulfill a London 


vaudeville engagement that ended in her 
acquaintance with the De Reszkes. It was 
in 1906 that she returned, a figure in the 
opera known throughout European music 
circles.. During that time, except for de 
voting herself to the study of music, she 
had not turned a finger to help herself. 
Fortune brought her gifts on a golden 
platter. 

It was De Reszke who established her 
with the opera house, bringing her in 
contact with those people who could give 
her advancement. It was chance that 
brought her in contact with Jean de Reszke 
on an ocean voyage. It was blind luck 
that brought her that engagement—a 
friendly booking agent and a dull season. 
But all conspired to form destiny. 

While she was in Paris, Miss Abott met 
her future husband. Julian Story had 
wedded Emma Eames, and, after a brief 
married life of one year, was divorced and 
married again. Waldo Story was a lover 
of music, and it was at the height of the 
Paris season that he first heard the singer. 
He sought an introduction, and the two be 
came fast friends. The polished courtly 
artist and the popular operatic star were 
a familiar sight in Paritdan musical] cir 
cles. Some time later Story obtained his 
divorce. 

Bessie Abott has not given herself en- 
tirely to grand opera at that. She ap 
peared in the revival of the De Kovens 
Smith opera “Robin Hood” in Chicago iy 
1913, singing the role of Maid Marian, 
Following the death of her husband she 
retired temporarily from public life. 

Bessie Abott is a woman today whons 
many another woman envies. She lives in 
a spacious country estate, with every 
luxury at her beck and nod. She ente~ 
tains people of name and position. Not far 
away, Mme. Ashforth resides, remember 
ing the days when she taught the little girl 
of the varieties. 

Fame, love and money came to Bessie 
Abott. : 

Kismet brought them all to her.
